To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  CWMAMMAN  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I beg  to  present  my  fourteenth  annual  report  for 
the  year*  ending  3'ist  December,  1965* 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population 
remained  at  4,200.  It  was  another  good  year  for  public  health 
in  the  area.  There  were  no  epidemics  during  the  year,  and  only 
a few  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified.  There  were  no 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  has  been  prepared  by 
Fir.  J.  I.  Rees,  the  Fublic  Health  Inspector  and  I wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  and  other  members  of  the  Staff 
and  the  Council  for  their  support  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


For  at  least  l8  years  no  diptheria  has  occurred  in  the 
area  and  no  case  was  notified  in  the  County,  but  a few  cases 
are  notified  in  the  Country  each  year.  This  should  be  a 
warning  to  parents  that  the  diseasec  could  recur  in  this 
district  if  a high  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained.  They 
should  therefore,  ensure  that  their  own  children  are  protected 
by  obtaining  the  necessary  inoculations  from  their  family  doctor 
or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  which  is  held  on  alternate 
Wednesdays  at  Bethesda  Chapel  Vestry  from  2 - 4 p.m. 

During  the  year  most  children  received  combined  inoculations 
to  protect  against  the  three  diseases  - diptheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Unit  was  stationed  in  Cwmamman  during  July,  19&5 
193  persons,  106  males  and  8?  females  were  examined.  Thirty  seven 
of  these  ot  19»17%  were  found  to  be  abnormal,  28  : males  and 
9 females,  but  only  two,  a male  and  a female  required  further 
observation.  Sixteen  of  the  men  examined  or  15 °/°  had  some  degree 
of  pneumoconiosis.

WATER  SUPPLY a 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  district  was,  throughout  the 
year , plentiful  as,  when  the  local  sources  of  supply,  ’ " 

Glyndraenog  and  Gwmpedol  did  not  yield  sufficient,  the 
deficiency  was  supplied  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board,  a 
bulk  supply  arrangement  being  in  operation.  The  chlorination 
plant  has  worked  satisfactory,  frequent  samples  being  sent 
for  bacterioligical  examination  so  as  to  safeguard  the  health 
of  consumers.  Samples  are  submitted  regularly  for  chemical 
analysis,  and  results  are  uniformly  good. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

The  sewers  have  worked  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 
The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  disposal  works  at  Garnswllt , 
which  works  are  under  the  control  of  the  Amman  Valley  Joint 
Sewerage  Board.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the  sewers 
are  suffieiently  large  to  deal  adequately  with  the  needs  of 
the  district.  The  new  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  Amman  Valley 
Joint  Sewerage  Board  is  working  satisfactorily. 


RIVER  FOLUTION. 

No  particular  cases  of  pollution  have  been  observed 
during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANING  - Dry  Refuse. 

The  Council  undertake  the  removal  of  all  dry  refuse, 
collection  being  made,  by  the  Council  lorry  twice  weekly  from 
all  parts  of  the  district.  The  refuse  when  collected,  is 
tipped  at  rough  land  at  Gellifawnen  Farm  site.  In  my  opinion, 
steps  should  be  taken  to  enforce  the  provision  of  proper 
dustbins  by  householders,  as  all  kinds  of  insanitary 
receptacles  are  now  used.  It  has  always  been  the  exception 
to  see  a proper  covered  dustbin  in  the  street  of  the  district, 
all  kinds  of  bins,  tins  and  buckets,  being  used  for  this 
purpose.  Under  Section  75  of  the  Health  Act  1936  the  provision 
of  a proper  covered  dustbin  can  be  enforced.
